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Prefatorj^ Note 



The problems, both national and international, connected with 
unemployment, differences in wage rates in different countries, 
changes in the cost of living, variations in the length of the working 
day, and in conditions of labour are all vitally connected with the 
present world-wide economic depression. Any programme for the 
re-establishment of the industries and the economic life in countries 
suffering from the effects of the world war must take these matters 
into consideration. Kealising its importance in attempting to for- 
mulate plans for economic reconstruction, the International Labour 
Office gathered together and compiled all available information 
relating to labour for use at the Genoa Conference which has just 
closed. This information has proved to be so useful and suggestive 
that it has now been decided to publish certain portions in the 
form of special reports. While the data supplied by the different 
Governments lack uniformity in the definition of terms, in content, 
in scope, and in statistical methods of collection and compilation 
nevertheless certain broad general comparisons and tendencies are 
statistically permissible with proper cautions and reservations. 

In making use of the unemployment statistics contained in this 
pamphlet the reader is cautioned, for reasons stated above, against 
making direct comparisons of the percentages of unemployment 
in different countries. The percentages for each country are, 
however, consistent within themselves, and do show with sufficient 
accuracy changes in unemployment within each country. Compar- 
isons of the rate of variation in unemployment as between different 
coimtries may legitimately be made. Such comparisons are not only 
useful but they are necessary for purposes of studying the imder- 
lying causes of unemployment and the effects of various measures 
taken to reduce or prevent unemployment. 

It is to be hoped that the publication of the statistics of unem- 
ployment as they exist wiU emphasize the need for more complete 
and accurate statistics in this field, and lead Governments, so far as 
possible, to bring these statistics into a greater degree of uniformity. 
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The following tables give some indication of the fluctuations 
in employment from 1910 to date in all the countries for 
which official statistics have been regularly published. A 
comparison of the levels of unemployment in the different 
countries is vitiated by differences in the definition of 
unemployment, in the scope and completeness of the returns, 
and the reliability of the figures. An international comparison 
in the real sense of the word is therefore impossible a"d only 
the general outlines of the fluctuations of unemployment 
can be shown and compared in different countries over a period 
of years. 

No definition of unemployment has been universally 
adopted, though in a general way unemployment may 
be defined as " the condition of a worker who is both 
able and willing to work, but is unable to find employment 
suited to his qualifications and reasonable > expectations " 
and unemployment is generally understood, in the different 
countries, in this sense. It follows that unemployment due 
to sickness and accident is not included. Workers on strike 
or locked out are generally excluded, though, of course, workers 
rendered unemployed by reason of a trade dispute are, in 
general, not excluded. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasised that no unemployment 
statistics correctly represent the total number of workers 
unemployed from time to time. Authoritative statistical 
data for estimating with any degree of precision the number 
of unemployed in any country do not, in general, exist. Even 
in the United Kingdom, where the, statistics derived from 
the returns of compulsory unemployment insurance cover 
over twelve million workers, there is not a complete return of 
the number of persons totally unemployed at any given time. 
As regards under-employment or short time — the system 
under which workers work for a reduced number of days per 
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week or hours per day — the data are even less reliable. In 
fact, for most countries no statistics of this kind exist. Statistics 
showing the duration of unemployment are rarely available, 
though the Ifetherlands have distinguished recently between 
persons unemployed six days and less than six days. 

Information concerniaig the state of employment from time 
to time is obtained in a variety of ways. The four chief 
sources of information are : (1) returns from employers; 
(2) returns from employment exchanges; (3) returns from 
workers' organisations ; (4) returns under schemes of insurance. 
These are briefly described below. 

Employers^ returns show the number of workpeople 
employed at different dates by representative establishments 
and therefore indirectly the state of unemployment. In 
general only the largest and best employers make retxirns and 
the countless number of smaU employers, who in the mass 
would have a considerable effect on the figures, are usually 
very much under-represented. Very few countries pubKsh 
this class of return. It is in the United States, where 
the other classes of statistics hardly exist, that it has been 
chiefly developed. 

Employment exchanges exist in nearly every country. 
These publish at regular intervals statistics showing the number 
of applications for work and for workers, usually classified 
by industries and occupations. These statistics, however, 
while they may be useful for administrative purposes in each 
country are useless for compiling an index of unemployment 
and for international comparison, because employment 
exchanges do not deal with by any means all applications for 
jobs, and a large number of vacancies are notified and filled 
without the intermediary of the exchange. As long as the 
registration of the unemployed is voluntary — as is always 
the case — the figures vary greatly according to the 
efficiency of the labour exchange organisation. The exchanges 
are also used to a certain extent by persons who are employed 
and merely desire to change their employment. In towns 
where several exchanges exist duplication is inevitable. That 
is to say, one workman who applies to several exchanges 
is liable to be counted more than once. Also the method 
of compiKng statistics is different in each country : sometimes 
repeated applications by the same person are counted as one 
application, sometimes as several. In view of these consider- 
ations it is nearly impossible to use these statistins as measures 
of unemployment. 

Returns from workers' organisations are the most important 
class of unemployment statistics available. Those trade unions 
which pay unemployment benefit produce the lost accurate 
figures, and generally form the basis of this class of statistics. 



These statistics are published in a large number of countries, 
often covering a long period of years. They usually appear 
regularly at a given date, and have been greatly extended in 
recent years. The chief advantage of trade union statistics 
of unemployed for our present purpose is that they give the 
number of unemployed in relation to the total number of 
persons covered by the returns, i. e. the numbers employed 
plus the numbers unemployed, and thus enable a percentage 
or index of unemployment to be given. This percentage of 
unemployed members is comparable within each country to 
a certain extent and also gives some indication of the 
fluctuations of unemployment from country to country. 
The chief disadvantage of these statistics is that they are not 
thoroughly representative of all classes of labour or even of 
the diffe^^nt organised trades. Unskilled and the less skilled 
trades ar^ sometimes not organised at all-, and they are less 
well represented than the skilled trades. Even in any one 
given country the figures are not strictly comparable from 
time to time owing to the increase or decrease of the number 
of unions reporting, or to the changes in their membership. 
Internationally the absolute figures are incomparable, not 
only owing to the different degrees to which the figures are 
representative of the trades in the different countries and to 
the varying importance, as between different countries, of 
the various tradies, but also, as noted above, to the different 
definitions of unemployment. 

Unemployment insurance returns, which show the number 
of workers drawing out-of-work benefits, supply by far the 
best unemployment statistics. There is a financial inducement 
for the unemployed worker to declare himself, and the payment 
of benefit is usually dependent upon some test as to the 
genuineness of the unemployment. Fluctuations in the 
number of workers claiming unemployment benefits vary, 
however, according to the regulations in force. When 
workpeople have exhausted their right to benefit or when 
the benefits are reduced or withdrawn, there is a tendency 
for the figures to decline although unemployment itself may 
not have decreased. Unfortunately very few countries possess 
comprehensive and well developed schemes of unemployment 
insurance. The existing schemes are usually worked through 
workers' organisations and they thus yield figures analogous 
to those of the trade union returns, and an index of 
unemployment can be constructed from them. 

Thc-^c two classes of returns have therefore been used in 
the following tables for giving an international survey of the 
fluctuations of unemployment during the last years. They 
should be used in the light of the considerations set out above 
and of the notes on the different countries appended to the 
tables. The figures relate in all cases to the firSt of the month 
or the date ne.'arest thereto. 
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The first set of tables gives for each country the percentage 
unemployed in all the trades covered by the statistics and in 
the principal trade-groups. The second set gives for certain 
trade groups the percentage unemployed in the different 
countries. Owing to the varying classification of industries 
adopted in different countries it has only been possible to 
do this for the metal, building, wood and furniture, textiles, 
and transport. Even in these cases, the trades and 
occupations included in each group do not cover the same 
classes of workers in each case. For certain countries which 
do not publish percentages of unemployment the available 
information is shown in separate tables. 

The methods used for collecting these figures are given 
for each country under " Notes to Tables and Sources "

NOTES TO TABLES AND SOURCES 



Austria : Ministry of Social Admimsiration. 

The figures, which refer to the last day of the previous month, are based 
on returns from the Employment Exchanges, and on those secured in con- 
nection with the unemployment insurance system. 



Australia : Quarterly Summary of Australian Statistics. 

The figures show the number of persops who werejaut of work for three 
days or more during a specified week in each quari^r. Unions which do 
not pay unemployment benefit are included. USions of workers in 
permanent employment, such as railwaymen, or of casual workers, such as 
dockers, are excluded. The percentages include workers unemployed on 
account of sickness, accident, etc. 

Belgium : Beime du Travail. 

The statistics of unemj ityment were discontinued on the outbreak of war 
and were resumed in September 1920. The figures are obtained from the 
returns of the unemployment funds, which are the official controlling bodies 
of unemployment insurance offices, and refer to the last working day of 
the previous month. From March 1921 onwards the percentages relate to 
workers wholly unemployed only and have been calculated by the Inter- 
national Labour Office. 



Canada : The Labour Gazette and Employment. 

The figures refer to the last working day of the previous month. They 
include unions which do not pay unemployment benefit. 



Czechoslovakia : Bulletin siatistique de la MSpublique tchecoslovaque. 

The figures of unemployed are obtained from the returns of the Employ- 
ment Exchanges and refer to the last working day of the previous month. 
The number of unemployed in receipt of benefit is obtained from the Mi- 
nistry of Social Welfare; the figures refer to the first working day of the 
month and are partly included in the returns of the Employment Exchanges- 



Denmark: StatisUsk Aarbog and StatisUske Efterretninger. 

The figures are derived from trade union reports, combined with returns of 
the Central Employment Bureau. They are compiled every Friday, those 
tor the last Friday of the previous month being given in the table. Only 
unions paying unemployment benefit are included. 



France : Journal officiel and Bulletin du Mi/nistire du Tra/vail at de la 

I'remyance sociale. 

Trade Union percentage of unemployed. These figures show the number 
of unemployed at the end of the previous month. Since the war these 
statistics have not been continued. 

ihe figures in table III give for the end of the previous month the- 
number of unemployed persons remaining on the live registers of the. 
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Employment Exchanges, and the number of persons in receipt of benefit 
from the communal Unemployment Insurance Funds. It is pointed out that 
benefitis not paid to workers on short time, and the figures a^ regards 
total unemployment are not complete, owing to the fact th at many districts 
are without unemployment funds. 

Germany : ReichsarbeiisblaU. 

The percentages refer to the end of the preceding month. Only unions 
paying unemployment benefit are included. The figures do not cover 
workers on short time, of whom there is a relatively large number as a result 
of the legislation in force. 

Italy: Bollettino del Lavoro. 

The figures show the numbers totally unemployed and the number on 
short time on the first of the month based on the returns of the Provincial 
Unemployment Committees. 

Massachusetts : Labour Bulletin of the Oommontvealth of Massachusetts 
and Massachusetts Industrial Heview. 

The figures refer to the last day of the previous month and cover 
unemployment due to "lack of work or material "' and to "unfavourable 
weather" They include unions which do not pay unemployment benefit. 
Statistics are aiso published showing the numbers unemployed owing to 
sickness, trade disputes, etc. Since October 1921 the figures have been 
collected monthly owing to the great extent of unemployment. 

Netherlands : Maandschrip voav het Gentraal Bureau voor de Statistiek. 

The figures based on the returns of voluntary insurance associations are 
weekly averages over a period of four or five weeks. A few organisations 
which pay no unemployment benefit are included. The figure of numbers 
covered by the returns is exclusive of workers totally unemployed during 
the week owing to strikes, lock-outs, sickness or other disability, military 
service, etc. 

Norway: Statistisk Aarhog for Kongerihet Norge and Meddelelser fra det 
Statistiske Centralbyra. 
The figures refer to the last day of the previous month and include only 
unions which pay unemployment benefit. 

Sweden : Sociala Meddela/nden. 

The figures refer to the last dg,y of the previous month, and include 
unions which do not pay unemployment benefit. 

Switzerlancil : Le Marche Suisse du Travail. 

The figures show the numbers unemployed and on short time at the end 
of the previous month, based on returns from municipal Employment 
Exchanges. 

United KSngdons : The Labour Gazette of the Ministry of Labour. 

The trade union figures refer to the last working day of the previous 
month and only relate to unions which pay unemployment benefit, irade 
unions of workers in regular employment, such f^ railway men are not m^ 
eluded. The figures fo? April, May, and June 1921 are exclusive of coal 
miners, ot^ring to the stoppage in the industry at these dates. 
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The figures for compuUoiy insuxance give the number of peiBons wholly 
memployed whose imemployment books were lodged at Employment 
Exchanges on the last Friday of the month. Owing to the increase in the 
number of trades covered in 1916 and again in 1920, these figures are not 
altogether comparable. 



United States : InSustrial Em.'ployment Survey. 

For the United States no statistics of unemployed exist. The United 
States Employment Service pubUsh, however, each month, a report of the 
state of employment based on the numbers employed by 1,428 manu- 
facturing firms employing normally over 500 workers each, together with 
the percentage change as compared with the previous month. The last 
column, giving an index of employment, has, been calculated by the Inter- 
national Labour Office. 
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
